The mishap which the new triple screw cruiser 
Columbia met with on her recent final drial trip is 
now being investigated by a court.appointed for 
the purpose. Reports received at the Navy De- 
partment on the condition of the vessel’s bottom 
were of such a character that Assistant Secre- 
tary McAdoo thought an investigation necessary 
and has designated Rear-Admiral Stanton, Capt. 
Allen V. Reid and Capt. George C. Remey, as 
a court to inquire into the whole affair. Lieut. 
Walter J. Sears is the judge-advocate of the 
court. The dent in the bottom of the vessel is 
90 feet long, four feet wide and varies in depth 
up to a foot. A superficial investigation shows 
that the dent extends all along the midship com- 
partments on the starboard side of the keel and 
that the outer plates have been fractured in at 
least two places, Slight leaks have developed 
which will necessitate some new plates or patch- 
es. Itis intimated in the orders to the court that 
the dent may not have occurred on the recent 
trial trip. The attention of the court is directed 
to Rear-Admiral Belknap’s report of November 
last, on the occasion of the Columbia’s accept- 
ance trial. The report states: “When near 
League Island, coming up the Delaware, Captain 
Matthews, of the Board, reports that the ship 
touched bottom slightly, and it seemed as if she 
were dragging over gravel for about 50 or 100 
feet. Such incident, he states, did not seem to 
affect the vessel's speed in any degree.” Captain 
Edmund O. Matthews, it is understood, will ap- 
pear before the Court of Inquiry and give testi- 
mony on this point. The complexion of the 
court as originally agreed upon was quite dif- 
ferent from what it is now. Commo. ©. C. 
Carpenter and Capt. Francis J. Higginson were 
designated as members, but their names were 
subsequently withdrawn so as to allow of the 
appointment of officers of higher rank. The 
court met in Philadelphia during the latter part 
of this week. 


As tu the use of the helmet it is to be remem- 
bered that there are helmets and helmets. Writ- 
ing upon the subject of the “ proposed kit for 
the German infantry,” in the “* United Service 
Magazine,’ Count A. Bothwer says: “The hel- 
met in use in the German Army has always 
been unpopular, both with officers and men. It 
is the most difficult thing to make it fit, and is 
always trying to wear for any length of time, so 
that it would have been hailed with delight if 
this headgear had been done away with entirely. 
It seems, however, that this is not included in 
the list of improvements. All that is proposed 
in this direction is to make it lighter, by making 
the metal ornaments smaller and of aluminium 
instead of brass. The German helmet would, in 
its present form, cause very severe losses in a 
future war, for it betrays the presence of the 
troops at very great distances, and even that of 
a single man.”’ The Count further informs us 
that in addition to the improvements in the 
German kit whieh we have already noted, the 
regulation boots are to be reduced in weight and 
the drawers cut so that they can be used in 
quarters as trousers. No second pair of trousers 
will be issued in the field. Lined gloves or mits, 
with a single forefinger for tiring, are to be 
issued, but only in winter. The calico shirts are 
to be replaced by some web material similar to 
the Jaeger system of clothing. With the changes 


proposed, the German kit will weigh 574% 
pounds. This is less than the weight of any 


other kit except that of the Italian soldier, which 
is only one-tenth of a pound less. The Austrian 
kit weighs 63.7 pounds, the French 62.8 pounds 
and the Russian 65 pounds.

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Bennington will not be relieved from its present 
station until quiet prevails in the little Isthmian 
republic. The San Francisco ran down to Colon 
on Monday, June 4,for coal, and Captain Watson 
took advantage of the cable facilities at that 
point to telegraph the Department that the 
Mosquito chief had been restored; that it was 
necessary to keep a ship at Bluefields, and that 
the British commander had cabled his govern- 
ment of the necessity of retaining a vessel in 
Nicaraguan waters. The Marblehead left New 
York on June 5 for Bluefields. Upon her arrival 
the San Francisco will return home, orders to 
this effect having been issued during the early 
part of the present week. 


The prolongation of the tariff debate in the 
Senate is delaying all the appropriation bills, 
and the prospects are that none of them will be 
passed before the end of the fiscal year and 
Congress will have to resort to the expedient of 
continuing this year’s appropriations by joint 
resolution until the Senate can find time to act 
on the pending bills. The Army and Navy bills 
are blocked with the others and neither of them 
has been reported to the Senate yet. The Senate 
will, as usual, make increases in most of the ap- 
propriations, but it is probable the increase 
will not be as great this year as usual, and few 
changes of importance are expected in the ser- 
vice bilis. The most important change will be 
the amendment to the Naval appropriation bill 
increasing the number of torpedo boats pro- 
vided for to fifteen. Some of the members of 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs favor 
reporting for reference to the Appropriation 
Committee an amendment providing for one bat- 
tleship or one armored cruiser of the Brooklyn 
type, but it is not probable that this action will 
be taken, and the increase of the Navy will 
probably be limited to the torpedo boats. 


The Navy Department has determined to court- 
martial Lieut. T. G. Fillette, of the Marine 
Corps. He will be tried on Saturday afternoon, 
June 9, by a board, which will convene at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., for that purpose. Lieut. Fill- 
ette was adjudged sane some weeks ago, it will 
be remembered, by a medical board which ex- 
umined him. The charges upon which he will 
he tried are negligence in obeying ofders, to 
which there are eleven specifications. The per- 
tending to the destruction of good morals, to 
which there are eleven secifications.

“Kngineering,” of May 23 concludes a series of 
three articles on Krupp Ordnarce, which has 
appeared in that paper, the occasion being the 
ordnance exhibit at Chicago, a description of 
which appeared in the Army and Navy Journal 
of Aug. 19, 1893, and which is characterized by 
“Engineering” as “certainly the most complete 
und splendid that has ever been seen in the 
United States of America; probably it was the 
most important ever made at an International 
Exposition by any single manufacturer of ord- 
nance.” The fact that Herr Krupp was able to 
make such an exhibition at such a distance from 
his works is proof alike of his resources and his 
enterprise, The influence of such an exhibition 
is shown in the increased demand for the pro- 
ducts of his manufactories. One of the interest- 
ing souvenirs of the Columbian Exposition is the 
handsome volume of illustrations of the Krupp 
Exhibit, issued at Chicago last year. 


The forty boats of the French navy held in 
reserve are kept without coal, stores, guns, 
munitions or torpedoes, all of which are stored 
in the magazines and depots. Few of the boats 
are in satisfactory seaworthy condition. The 
stock of torpedoes is insufficient. The system of 
discharging torpedoes is unsatisfactory, and for 
electricity has been substituted mechanical ap- 
pliances which fail to work about once in four 
times. The inspection of these torpedo-boats is 
very incomplete. Such is the testimony given by 
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Captain Vidal before the Frenel extra Parliamep. 
tary Commission. On the first shock of battle 
France and other countries will have many 
similar unpleasant revelations and many cher 
ished theories as to the effectiveness of existing 
armaments will go to pieces.

The memory of his humiliation ap 
pears, to still give him distress, for even at this 
late date he is using his tongue to revenge the 
wounds his sword could not defend him against, 
He chose the fitting occasion of Decoration Day 
to stir up the embers of the old strife, in a speech 
at Richmond, which has been sharply criticised 

Following the return of Secretary Herbert frou 
his long tour of inspection to the Pacific coast, 
Lieutenant Reamey will prepare a report of the 
trip with such recommendations as the Secre- 
tary may see fit to embody. In a general way it 
may be said that Mr. Herbert was very well 
pleased with the situation as he found it at the 
two Naval stations on the Pacific, and expressed 
astonishment at the progress which has been 
made in Naval affairs in that faraway part of 
Uncle Sam’s dominions. 


In proposing the health of the Royal family, 
at the Erben dinner, the chairman observed that 
there was not a single member of the Royal 
family who was not an efficient member either 
of the army or of the navy.

Captain Shepard, of the San Francisco, has no- 
tified the Navy Department, that the conditions 
at Bluefields are such that in his judgment, a 
warship is necessary there. The British, he says, 
take the same view of the case and will keep 
the Magicienne there. Captain Thomas, of the 
Bennington, is having an exciting time at La 
Libertad. He was compelled to land a force of 
sixteen bluejackets to protect American proper- 
ty in the consulate and custom house. La Lib- 
ertad is in a state of anarchy and rebels on 
Wednesday last started to loot the houses. The 
uppearance of the Bennington’s marines, how- 
ever, caused them to disperse. The shore de- 
tachment is under the command of Lieutenant 
Cottin and Cadet Chadwick.

The New York “Sun” says: “Rarely have the 
shipyards of England shown such activity in the 
construction of war vessels as is visible there to- 
day. Nine huge battle-ships, of the largest ‘ype 
in the world, being of 14,900 tons displacement and 


to the several 








13,000 HiP., are now under construction or about to 
be laid down. To this list may be added the battle- 
ship Renown of 12,350 tons and 10,000 HP., now in 
progress at Pembroke. Of the cruisers building 
two, the Powerful and the Terrible, far surpass in 
their class anything ever before designed. They 
are of 14,200 tons displacement each, or nearly 
double that of our great racers Columbia and 
Minneapolis, and are to exceed the latter in contract 
speed, having the enormous aggregate of 25,000 in- 
dicated HP. each. Then comes a class of cruisers 
of 5,600 tons displacement, or about like our Olym- 
pia, and with 9,600 HP. The four great torpedo-boat 
destroyers, Havock, Hornet, Daring and Decoy, are 
only the pioneers of a great fleet of similar vessels. 
Then of gun vessels we find building at Devonport 
the Hussar of 1,070 tons and 3,500 HP., and at 
Sheerness the Torch and Alert of 960 tons and 
1.400 HP. Some of the vessels here named may not 
yet be begun, but all are planned. Taken in conjunc- 
tion with this array the explanation made the other 
day by the Government that it does not wish to 
make known its full programme of new construc- 
tion, but only such an installment of it as must im- 
mediately be carried into effect, and it will be seen 
what Great Britain is doing to keep up her naval 
supremacy. Meanwhile our own shipbuilding yards 
are gradually completing, or have completed, the 
war vessels they have had under construction, and 
there are no others in prospect for them except a 
few small gunboats and torpedo craft.” 


Old St. John’s Church, at Fort Hamilton, being 
soon to be replaced by’ a handsome and more mod- 
ern structure, a writer to the New York “Herald” 
contributes many interesting reminiscences of those 
who have worshipped in and been identified with 
the old structure. A formal organization was made 
in 1834. The officials formed a genuine “church 
militant.” Maj. Henry A. Thompson and Lieut. 
Alfred Beckley became the first wardens, while the 
list of vestrymen included the names of Major 
Whiting and Lieut.-Col. Stanton, both officers of 
the garrison. They shared the responsibilities of 
office with Messrs. John R. Cortelyou, James 8S. 
Bennett, John H. Bennett, A. W. Elwes, T. C. 
Troup and Thomas M. Smith, the Rev. Mr. Corder 
appointed the first rector at the same 
meeting. The present commandant, Colonel Lang- 
don, First U. S. Art., takes an active inter- 
est in the old church. It is largely owing to his in- 
defatigable efforts that the erection of a new build- 
ing is possible. After starting an active propaganda 
on behalf of the church, Colonel Langdon has been 
enabled to get together a sum of about $4,000, all 
voluntary subscriptions and collected with the aid 
of Mrs. Langdon and Miss Mary Van Buren-Van- 
derpoel, whose father was for a long time a resi- 
dent at Fort Hamilton and a communicant at St. 
John’s.

Among the brevets for Indian service recently 
confirmed by the Senate, we notice the name of 
Brevet Major Arthur Morris, U. S. A., who died 
Sept. 26, 1892. Major Morris entered the Army in 
1861, at the age of 18, and after serving throuzh- 
out the Civil War, receiving two brevets for gal- 
lantry in the field, was recommended at its close 
for another, a brevet majority, which was con- 
firmed by the Senate March 3, 1869, but was never 
ratified by a commission from the War Depart- 
ment, in consequence of the Act of March 1, 1860, 
prohibiting the issue of brevets except in time of 
war. Major Morris then served throughout the 
Modoc campaign, and later in the Nez Perce War, 
for which he was again recommended by his 
superior officers for a brevet, the one which has 
just been confirmed, 17 years after the service was 
rendered, and it is no doubt a gratification to his 
family to see that the commission is dated Feb. 
“7, 1890. nearly three years before his early death, 
at the age of 48. 


The “Marine Journal” says: “The United States 
has never had a sailor President, though we have 
had several soldiers; but the various experiences of 
European powers with sailors as heads of their gov- 
ernments, and the common fraternity of the sea, 
warrant us in the belief that an American mariner 
would make an excellent chief magistrate. Why 
pot an admiral as well as a general for President? 
If, therefore, either political party are at a loss to 
select a winning candidate for the White House in 
1896, we suggest that the name of Admiral A. E. K. 
Benham, U. 8S. N., retired, be borne in mind. Ad- 
miral Benham’s splendid throughout his 
exreer of service, terminating with such an ad- 
mirable command of the fleet at Rio as to win the 
encomiums of the world, have shown him to be a 
thorough American, a man of rare judgment and 
splendid executive ability, who would grace and 
honor the highest position bre should be called to. 
Even with Benham as Secretary of State our 
foreign policy at least would be in safe hands.”

The first authoritative account of the invention of 
the kinetoscope will appear in the June number of 
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“The Century,” written by Antonia and W. K. L. 
Dickson, the latter being Mr. Edison’s laboratory 
assistant. Mr. Edison writes an introduction to 
the article, expressing his belief that in the coming 
years when the kineto-phonograph shall have been 
perfected, it will be possible to give grand opera 
without any material change from the original, and 
with artists and musicians long since dead. The 
Dicksons go still farther than this: “No scene, how- 
ever animated and extensive, but will eventually be 
within reproductive power. Martial evolutions, 
naval exercises, processions and countless kindred 
exhibitions will be recorded for the leisurely gratifi- 
sation of those who are debarred from attendance, 
or who desire to recall them.” 

“Frank Leslie’s Weekly” for May 31, 1804, pub 
lishes a likeness of Private Will Stokes, with an 
article headed “Poetry of an Army Private” in 
which it gives extracts from the verses of Private 
Stokes appearing in the Army and Navy Journal, 
und says: “One might reasonably think from these 
lines that Mr. Stokes was to the manner born, 
but he is not. He first saw the light among the 
beautiful Killarney hills in the southwest of Ire 
land, some 28 years ago, and is of Auglo-Lrish stock. 
He was educated at the Jesui: Coilege, Tuliamore, 
King’s County, and was for a short time entered at 
Trinity College, Dublin. The death of his father 
cut short his university career, and after wander- 
ing through Southern Europe jor « time lie joined 
the United States Navy as a seaman on the fiug- 
ship Hartford. During his cruises he served as 
orderly for Capt. C. C. Carpenter and Admiral John 
J. Upshur. On being dischargec at San Francisco 
he came East and settled down in New York, but, 
us he told me himself, he was svon ‘caught by the 
glamour of the flag again,’ and joined the artillery. 
He is a great student, and has written poetry for 
years, but not until a few months ago did he 
venture to offer anything for publication. What 
his merits are as a versifier the reader may slightly 
judge from the brief selections given above.” 

The “New York Sun” says: “Governor Green- 
halge, of Massachusetts, put on his Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery smile yesterday and it was so 
extended that the company marched under it from 
the State House to the Old South.

To the Oriental or the 
‘nigger’ one man wearing a ‘gold hat’ is much the 
sume as another, and merchant ship and yacht 
mates can, and do, pass themselves off as naval 
otticers. If they copied the naval officers’ behavior 
also it would not so much matter, but this is exacfly 
what they omit to do, and one chief objection to the 
practice is that they put on uniform or continue 
to Wear it just at the very time and on those oc- 
easions when a naval officer would choose to wear 
‘mufti.’ ”

“Arms and Explosives” for May publishes a de- 
scription and illustration of a magazine just entered 
at the Patent Office, London, by Lieut. Wm. W. 

Its purpose is to combine the 
power of rapid fire, distinguishing the revolver with 
a clean, easy trigger pull, and to avoid the inter- 
ruption in the barrel, which is a feature of other re- 
volvers. It is fed from a holder under the barrel. 
When the magazine is empty it can be easily and 
quickly detached and a fresh magazine thrust into 
the holder. When the pistol is used by a ealvary- 
man, it can be readily recharged with the minimum 
use of the bridle hand. ‘The barrel having been 
dropped into such hand, without a releasing of the 
reins, the forefinger of the right hand, used to de- 
tach the empty magazine case, naturally comes upon 
the latch of the tripping pin. Pressure on the lat- 
ter causes the magazine case to be released so that 
it can be quickly removed to make way for a filled 
one, which, when in place, will be caught and held 
by the latch. The same paper calls attention to 
the interesting report by Asst.

THE MANEY COURT- MARTIAL. 
The court-martial trying Lieut. James A. Maney 


reached a verdict at 2:40 Monday afternoon, June 4. A 
nreas dispatch. dated St. Paul. Minn.. June 6, 1894, 
onys; Tt ts evident that somebody about the bead- 


quarters of the Army of Dakota has been talking out 
of school, as the verdict in the Maney trial has reached 
the public in advance of the findings arriving at Wash- 
ington. Of course nobody here has given out the 
findings officially, but they are here, nevertheless. On 
the first count, that of murdering Captain Hedberg. 
Lieutenant Maney is acquitted. The court-martial had 
a long discussion on the second count, that of violating 
an article of war in sending a letter couched in vio- 
lent language to a superior officer. The finding on the 
second specification is guilty, and the sentence is sus- 
pension from rank for one year and forfeit of one-half 
ay for the same time. A clause is added recommend- 
ng Lieutenant Maney to the clemency of the President. 
It is the general impression at Fort Snelling that the 
President will order Lieutenant Maney discharged and 
restored to rank. 

In his address to the court-martial the Judge Advo- 
eate, Colonel Barr, said: 

“In my heart I do not believe the defendant wilfully 
killed Captain Hedberg,’’ said Colonel Barr earnestly, 
then and only then Lieutenant Maney raised his heaa 
and bestowed upon the military prosecutor a quick 
look of gratitude. 

“I do not demand of this court-martial a conviction, 
for that is not my province,”’ pursued the Judge Advo- 
eate in a low tone, “and I am sure that the court 
will reach an honest and conscientious verdict. 

“[ conceive the true functions of my office to be to 
aid the court to ascertain the truth and to detect 
falsehood. I propose to recall the attention of the 
court to the issue presented for its determination.” 

Thereupon Colonel Barr read the specifications rela- 
tive to showing disrespect for a superior officer, in- 
cluding the kicking and the profane words. 

“The gravity of the offense,”’ continued Colonel Barr, 
“the gist and substance of it is the assaulting of a 
superior officer. It is not claimed that the defendant 
wilfully killed Captain Hedberg. No,” he said, speak- 
ing earnestly, “I do not believe in my heart that he 
did wilfully kill Captain Hedberg. 

“That he did assault him is proved by the fact that 
he pointed a loaded pistol at the deceased. 

“There are only a few questions to determine in this 
case, and one principal question, Who was the ag- 
gressor? The coolness of t ne accused has already been 
gg here and the fact that he could have shot 

Captain Hedberg at any time shows his overhasty 
action. The testimony of Sergeant Copeland gives the 
best description of the approach of the men, showing 
Captain Hedberg loaded with parcels and Lieutenant 
Maney immediately thereafter pointing his pistol at 
Captain Hedberg. The fatal moment for the accused 
was when the deceased came within his range of 
vision. the defendant, to use the language of the 
frontier, got the drop on him. I do not believe that 
oe then the defendant intended to kill Captain Hed- 

ore,”” 

Referring to the testimony of ‘Lieutenant Maxwell, he 

called attention to the fact that for six days Maxwell 
earried “this picturesque story of Captain Hedberg's 
threats’’ and never uttered a word of it to any one, not 
even the commanding officer, the man who could have 
put a stop to it all. 
* “The testimony of Lieutenant Maney has been here- 
tofore narrated and I have it not in my heart to criti- 
cise it. I have only compassion for the unhappy de 
fendant. But it cannot be forgotten that the narrative 
was given under the awful shadow of the gallows, and 
what would a man not give for his life?’ 

In .closing his argument fer the defence, Mr. Blair 
said: “It wits an unfortunate thing from beginning 
to end, but throngh it all this defendant acted coolly 
end courageously. He showed coolness and discretion 
where other men might have acted rashly. Since that 
time he has shown still more admirable qualities 
patience and endurance. He has been shown up here 
in a light that should well make you, gentlemen, fee! 
proud to call him a brother officer. It has certainly 
made me feel pores to call him my friend. 

“In conclusion, IT desire to express my thanks to the 
juiige-advocate for the courtesy he has shown’ me 
throughout this trial. I cherish the highest respect 
and consideration for him, and if I have at any time 
overstepped the bounds, IT beg to assure him it was 
through personal affection for this defendant. To 
the members of the céurt I desire to extend my heart- 
felt thanks for their patience and consideration during 
this long and tedious trial. That your consideration of 
the case will be conscientious and fair I have not the 
slightest doubt. We ask simple justice, and no more.” 

Tn his testimony on the witness stand Lientenant 
Maney earnestly and quietly told how and why he had 
shot Captain Hedberg. and explained fully the little 
quarrels which led up to the unfortunate fatality on 
the afternoon of Oct. 30. From the beginning to the 
end of his long examination he was calm and col- 
lected. According to his story Captain Hedberg was 
the aggressor from the very beginning, and the accused 
repeated every little conversation and altercation that 
had occurred between himself andl the deceased. 

When Lieutenant Maxwell was examined, Colonel 
Barr asked. “Did you sign these duplicate pay ac- 
counts?” Mr. Blair started saying: “I submit to the 
court that such a question as that is entirely irrele- 
vant and I most decidedly object.”” “The question," 
said Colonel Barr, “goes to the very integrity of the 
witness. It is apparent to the court no doubt that 
I am trying to test this man’s credibility as a witness. 
T can pursue him through his very life and ask any 
suestion as to his former acts. I can ask him if he 
is guilty of the charges, if he has ever been convicted, 
or if he has ever been in the penitentiary if I so de- 
sire. This man is the most important witness In the 
ease, Evervthing hinges on his testimony.” 

Rapidly Colonel Blair defined the rule of law in such 
eases and the court martial retired to an inner room 
to determine the matter, returning ten minutes later 
with the decision that the objecion to the question 
had heen sustained.

SANTA LUCIA INLET, FLA. 
Eden, Fla., May 30. 

Under orders from the United States Coast and Geo- 
detie Survey, Lieut. Charles 8S. Richards has just com- 
pleted a four-days’ inspection of the Santa Lucia inlet 
ind contiguous waters. This inlet, from the ocean to 
the Indian River, was closed for 20 years prior to 1892, 
when the people hereabouts raised $2,600 and cut a 
canal across the peninsula 60 feet wide and 5 or 
6 feet deep. It is there that the fresh waters of the 
Santa Lucia River empty into the Indian River and 
rush out to sea in great volume. The Government has 
some idea of establishing a naval coaling station there 
ind of making it a harbor of refuge. Capt. T. E. 
Richards, who assisted Lieutenant Ripley in the pre- 
liminary survey, says of it: 

“About 600 yards off shore on the ocean side there is 
1 long reef which we surveyed very carefully for a 
distanee of two miles. The water over this reef varies 
in depth from 7 to 8% feet, and the roof itself consists 
of coquina, shells, sand and coral, all of which could be 
easily cut through with the usual appliances for such 
work. . Outside the reef the ocean is from 3 to 4 
fathoms deep, while inside it is from 1% to 24% fathoms. 
We obtained some specimens of the bottom inside this 
reef, and Lieutenant Ripley took away with him many 
jieces broken from different parts of the reef itself. 
‘hey are for inspection and analysis at the Department. 
For some time yet changes in the channel may be ex- 
pected, and the sand bars inside are poe! to shift more 
or less; but there is a strong probability that deep 
water will be carried farther in, and a better channei 
than at present to the mouth of the Santa Lucia River 
he formed. The sand is now shifting with every tide 
and being rapidly carried out to sea, and in conse. 
quenee the water in the Indian River is being deepened 
daily. If this deepening from natural causes continues, 
vhich seems altogether likely, perhaps no dredging by 
he Government would be necessary.” 

Of course Captain Richards does not know exactly 
“iat Lieutenant Ripley will report to the Department 
i» Washington, but he feels very confident that the re- 
port will be a favurable one, recommending appropria- 

ms for cutting through the outer reef and deepening 

iw water inabde— derbies suggesting training walls or 
a jetty, With these improvements the Santa Lucila 
inlet would give access to Santa Lucia roads inside the 
long peninsula, a safe harbor for vessels drawing 15 to 
20 feet of water, and with the outlay of a very small 
tum, of money, comperativety, our Navy could here se- 
mre @ coaling station pear the Bahamg Islands, In 





times of cyclones or other storms it would be an ex- 
celient harbor of refuge for merchant vessels, thus re- 
ducing the excessively high insurance rate at present 
in force, by reason of the fact that there is now no 
harbor of refuge anywhere along the lower east coast 
of Florida. At Jupiter, near by, we already have tele- 
graphic communication with the Bahamas, also with 
all parts of North America, by the I. O. T. line In 
connection with the Western Union. In ali probability 
a mail and passenger service by magnificent steamers 
will soon be established by Mr. H. M. Flagler, of New 
York, between Nassau and the southern terminus of 
the Jacksonville, St. Augustine & Indian River Railway. 
This is now at West Palm Beach, on Lake Worth, and 
from there a canal is being rapidly cut to the deep 
water of Biscayne Bay. 3 

If all these considerations are presented by Lieuten- 
ant Ripley in his report, the Government officials will 
certainly see an opportunity to spend money most ad- 
vantageously. Ra:

THE LEONARD SMOKELESS POWDER. 
New York, May 28, 1804. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: I notice in the Journal of May 26, under the 
heading of “Ordnance Notes,” the following state- 
ment: ‘Two samples of smokeless powder, manu- 
factured at the Government station at Newport, 
were tested in a 4-in. gun last Thursday at the 
Proving Grounds. Velocities of 2,200 ft. per second 
were obtained, much to the satisfaction of the Ord- 
nance officials. .This powder has no nitro-glycerine 
in its composition, like the Leonard powder which 
was tested some time ago with results not as good 
as those obtained to-day.” 

Will you please explain in your next Journal ex- 
actly what you mean by the statement that the re- 
sults obtained with the Leonard Smokeless Powder 
were not as good as those obtained to-day. The re- 
sults obtained with the Leonard Smokeless Powder 
in the 4-in. R. F. gun were as follows: “A 5-lb. 
charge of this powder produced 1,764 ft. muzzle 
velocity, with only 6 tons of chamber pressure per 
sq. in.; a 7-lb. charge produced 2,054 ft. of muzzle 
velocity with 8 tons of pressure; a 9-lb. charge pro- 
duced 2,290 ft. muzzle velocity with 9% tons of 
pressure; an 11-lb. charge gave 2,537 ft. muzzle 
velocity with 14 tons of pressure, and a_ 12-lb. 
charge gave 2,736 ft. muzzle velocity, with only 17.7 
tons of pressure.” 

It will be noted that the Leonard smokeless 
powder in this gun gave a muzzle velocity of 2,200 
ft. per sec. with a pressure of but 9% tons per sq. 
in. 
You do not state in ‘your report what was the 
pressure in the gun when the muzzle velocity of 
2.200 ft. per sec. was obtained with the Naval 
powder. So far as I know, there is no record of a 
muzzle velocity of 2,290 ft. per sec. ever having 
been obtained in any gun of this caliber, with so 
low a pressure as 9% tons per sq. in. I, therefore. 
cannot understand what you mean by the state 
ment in your Journal of May 26. If there is any- 
thing connected with the record obtained with the 
Naval powder on Thursday, May 24, which exceeds 
the result obtained with the Leonard powder, it 
would be very interesting information for the pro 
fession. 

It seems, however, to me strange that in the fac 
of the fact that the Leonard smokeless powder gave 
thé extraordinary record of a muzzle velocity of 
2,736 ft. per sec. with a pressure of 17.7 tons, and 
a muzzle velocity of 2,537 ft. per sec. with a press 
ure of but 14 tons per sq. in., that a professional 
paper should make the statement that you have 
made, that a velocity of 2,200 ft. per sec. in the 
same gun was a better result, without any qualify- 
ing statement or data indicating your meaning.

FORT MYER. 


“Harper's Weekly” for June 9 has an illustration of 
the U. S. S. Raleigh—a full page picture by R. T. 
Zogbaum showing a party of friends lunching with the 
captain on board a man-of-war, and half a doxen illus- 
trations by Fred. Remington of the 7th Cavalry at 
Fort Myer, with a likeness of their gallant colonel, Guy 
V. Henry, mounted for duty. The article accompany- 
ing these, which is by Mr. Remington, is entitled ‘A 
Model Squadron.”’ Mr. Remington says: 

“[T am not quite sure that I should not say ‘ The 
Model Colonel,’ since every one knows men and horses 
are much alike when they have first passed under the 
eye of the recruiting officer and the remount board, 
and every one knows that colonels are very unlike, so 
that a model squadron or a model troop is certain to 
owe its superiority to its commander; but as we are 
observing the product in this instance, let the title 
stand as above stated. There are many passable mits- 
demeanors in this post, but only one crime, and that 
is bad riding. There is little dismonnted work, and 
any soldier can have his horse out on a pass, so long 
as he does not abuse the privilege: and when he does, 
it’s plenty of walking falls to his lot. Gen. Guy V. 
Henry is a flaming fire of cavalry enthusiasm. He has 
one idea—a great, broad expanse of principle—ever so 
simple in itself, but it is basic, and nothing can be- 
come so complicated that he cannot revert to his sim- 
ple idea and by it reguiate the whole. It is the indl- 
vidual training of the horse and rider. One bad rider 
or one unbroken horse can disarrange the whole troop 
movement, and ‘woe to him’ who is not up to concert 
pitch! ‘Who is the scoundrel, the lummux, humph? 
and the colonel, who is a_ brevet-brigadier-generat, 
strides up and down, and fire comes from his nostrils. 
‘Prefer charges against him, captain!’ and the worst 
befalls. The unfortunate trooper has committed tne 
highest crime which the commandant of Fort Myer 
knows—he cannot ride, A soldier becomes a rider vy 
being bucketed about on ‘a bareback borse, or he dies, 
The process is. simple, the tanbark soft, and none have 
died up to date, but ali hare attained the other alter: 


native. It is altogether refreshing; it is worth any 
one’s while to see four troops of cavalry which cannot 
be beaten, and it is positively exhilarating to meet 
their creator, a thoroughly typical United States cav- 
alry officer, and I'm und to say his successor m 
command bas had a hard pace set for him.”

The remarks of Commo. Richard W. Meade, 
U.S.N.,which we report elsewhere, have the ring 
of true manhood, and are an eloquent expression 
of the undying devotion to the Flag and Country 
which we expect of the military services. The 
Commodore’s remarks were addressed to his fel- 
low graduates of the Naval Academy, but they 
are equally applicable to the members of the 
sister service. Indeed, they will be read with 
interest and profit by every man who has any 
blue blood in his veins. If the time ever comes 
—which God forbid—when such words as these 
can he read without a responsive thrill by 
the class of men who are represented by the 
Army and Navy Journal, the days of the Re- 
public will be numbered. The lesson they in- 
culcate is especially needed just now, and the 
sentiment to which they appeal needs to be 
awakened to new activity if we would contend 
successfully against the growing spirit of selfish 
indifference to the obligations of citizenship. It 
is not their rights that men should consider first 
of all, but their duties. Especially is this true 
of the Army and Navy; the only rewards that 
can come to them, which are worth contending 
for, are those which follow from their un- 
calculating devotion to honor and duty. When 
officers of our Army and Navy have no higher 
standard than self-seeking,-the days of their 
humiliation will be upon them for a betrayal 
and indignant country will transfer their re- 
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REORGANIZATION OF ARTILLERY AND 
INFANTRY. 

It has been asserted by members of Congress 
that every measure proposed for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army has been defeated by the active 
opposition of Army officers. With the view of 
harmonizing and controlling this opposition as 
much as possible, and bringing together the dis- 
elements common vantage 


cordant upon a 


ground, the Army and Navy Journal offers its 
services to enable the formulation of a measure 
based upon the wishes of the majority, for the 
possible information and guidance of Congress. 
With this purpose in view, every officer of ar- 
tillery and infantry is requested to express his 
concerning the reorganization of his 
branch of the service, in a brief note to the edi- 
These views will be tabulated, and it is 
hoped a measure may grow out of the expres- 
sions thus given that will command respect and 
secure the undivided support of the Army. Re- 
organization cannot be much longer delayed, and 
it will be vastly better to lend aid in shaping 
the change upon safe, conservutive lines, than 
by indifference and inaction permit possible in- 
jurious legislation. 
It is hardly probable that Congress would con- 
sent to increase the money appropriation for the 
Army. Nor is it likely that it would consent to 
an increase in the number of either officers or

tor. 


men. Reorganization must, therefore, be effected. 
if at all, within the present lines of men and 
money. 

Infantry officers are requested to state in their 
communications whether they favor the present 
infantry; whether 
they favor a regimental organization with eight 


regimental organization of 


or twelve companies; whethet a reduction in the 
number of regiments, to effect a reorganization 
upon the battalion system, would be advisable; 
if so, how much reduction? What other salient 
features of reorganization would you regard as 
advisable? 

Artillery officers are requested to express their 
opinions upon the question of an increase of 
regiments, a corps organization, and where the 
corps should belong, and all other salient feat- 
ures of artillery organization. 

It is hoped that every artillery and infantry 
otficer in the service will respond to this sugges- 
tion. The labor of collating the data thus fur- 
nished will be considerable, and the Journal 
hopes that its correspondents will be as brief as 
possible. We may add that we make this re- 
quest in response to the suggestion of officers 
who are disposed to believe that the Journal may 
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in this way assist in harmonizing differences and 
hastening the work of practical reorganization. 


Military authorities in London appear to have 
been much impressed by the tests to which Herr 
Dowe’s invention was subjected in London on 
the 23d of May. “It was impossible,” says the 
“Army and Navy Gazette,” “that any attempt to 
fudge false cartridges could have been made by 
the most audacious charlatan before the most 
critical body of experts in such matters, and un- 
der the very eyes of the selected examiners, men 
like Admiral Saumarez, Sir Baker Russell, Capt. 
Dutton Hunt, Captain Conder and Mr. Lowe, the 
Queen’s prizeman. The daily papers have given 
lists of the officers, beginning with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Lord Roberts, the Staff of the 
Horse Guards, the members of the Defence Com- 
mittee, and other eminent members of the Ser- 
vices, Who were present at what one of the 
London journals calls a ‘trial of the little Ger- 
man tailor’s invention—a little man with the bulg- 
ing forehead and short nose of his race.’” The 
“uirass” is merely a white covered pillow- 
looking object some 3 feet square, and it was not 
tested till trial shots had been made at logs of 
wood placed upon the stage on platforms to be 
fired at by Captain Martin and others by Service 
rifles with Service cartridges. Captain Martin, 
who is interested in Herr Dowe’s invention, with 
a Martin-Metford rifle loaded with cordite am- 
munition, took up his stand upon a plank raised 
above the heads of the spectators in the orches- 
era stalls and fired at the block of wood; on be- 
ing examined by the jury it was announced that 
the bullet had penetrated the block two feet. 
Similar tests followed and Herr Dowe offered to 
be experimented upon, but the Duke of Cam- 
bridge interposed and refused to permit this test 
of the armor. The “London Times” excited the 
ire of Captain Martin by questioning the “bona 
tides” of the trial and our London contemporary 
“Without attempting to question the 
experiments which have been reported with Miss 
Maynard’s shot-proof fabrics and Herr Dowe’s 
cout, we are staggered by a difficulty connected 
with the disposal of the force of the bullet on 
the body inside the uniform. In Mr. Burrow’s 
duel, mentioned by Sir Jonah Barrington, the 
shock of the bullet of his antagonist’s pistol on 
a piece of money in his coat caused him to fall, 
as if he was dead, on the ground, and military 
surgeons who have been on active service can 
give many instances of the injuries caused by 
projectiles striking buttons or metal parts of 
soldiers’ accoutrements. The initial velocity of 
a rifle bullet that will pierce three feet of timber 
cannot be disposed of very readily by a jacket 
of any non-metallic material known to us.”

Until Secretary Lamont’s return from West 
Point, where he went on Wednesday last to at- 
tend the graduating exercises, no orders will be 
issued detailing any officers on duty at the War 
Department to other stations, as contemplated by 
the Seeretary’s recent order. The whole matter 
hus been referred to Assistant Secretary Doe, 
and he has been receiving during the past week 
the recommendations of the chiefs of divisions 
as to the officers whom they desire as their as- 
He will wait, however, until the Sec- 
retary’s return, it is understood, before taking 
uny decisive action. At the conference that will 
then be held a list will be made containing the 
uames of the officers to be ordered to other sta- 
tions. The number of line and staff officers on 
duty at the Department is expected to be some- 
what reduced by the time the Secretary gets 
through with them. There are at present twen- 
ty-two line officers stationed at Washington, as

tics, 1; headquarters, 2; intercontinental rail- 
way commission, 4; recruiting service, 1; War 


Department proper, 3, and war records office, 3. 
It is said that none of these will be disturbed, 
except, perhaps in the case of the military intel- 
ligence bureau. The staff corps is represented 
in Washington by forty-nine officers, distributed 
among the following bureaus: Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s, 8; Judge Advocate-General’s, 2; In- 
spector-General’s, 3; War Records, 1; Quarter- 
master-General’s, 7; Commissary General’s, 6; 
Surgeon-General’s, 8 (including 2 attending sur- 
geons); Paymaster-General’s, 3; Chief of En- 
zineer’s, 8; Ohief of Ordnance, 5; and Signal 
officers, 3. Under the Secretary’s orders, each of 


.dial measures are required. 


thcse bureaus is limited to three staff officers, the 
chief of the bureau and two assistants. The 
Adjutant-Gereral’s Office will especially suffer 
if the Secretary’s order is not modified, as will 
the Quartermaster-General’s Office, the Com- 
missary-General’s Office, the Surgeon-General’s 
Office and the Ordnance Department. As a re- 
sult of the enforcement of the order about one- 
half of the officers on duty in the bureaus 
named will be ordered away from Washington. 
It is stated that between now and the first of the 
month, there will be heavy reductions in the 
Record and Pension Division and the War Rec- 
ords Office. The Secretary of War has in prep- 
aration an order the primary purpose of which 
is the bringing nearer together of the officers 
on duty at the Department. Their present rooms 
will be changed so as to bring them closer to 
each other and to the Secretary of War. 


General Orders No. 16, just issued from Head- 
quarters of the Army make some very important 
changes in existing Army Regulations by dis- 
continuing the annual inspections required of 
commanders. These inspection reports 
were originally inaugurated in 1879, and grad- 
ually increased from a mere outline to a set of 
categorical questions covering every phase of 
Army administration. They have been regarded 
by most line officers as a burdensome addition 
to their routine paper work, and _ the com- 
plaints against them have finally proved too 
strong to be further disregarded. Hereafter, the 
War Department will depend, as it did formerly, 
upon the annual reports of the Inspector-Gen- 
erals for determining what changes and reme- 
These reports have 
no doubt had their influence in supplementing 
those of the inspecting officers, and to them is 
due in part recent improvements in the service, 
such as the publication of names of meritorious 
enlisted men in the “Army Register’; the lim- 
itation of excessive guard duty; the gradual de- 
velopment of gymnastics, riding-halls, minor tac- 
tics, camp and outpost instruction; improved 
schools and rations; better barrack accommoda- 
tions and arrangements for bathing; and other 
improvements for the welfare of both officers 
and enlisted men, for which the com- 
manders deserve a great deal of credit; to say 
nothing of the savings effected by calling timely 
attention to the preservation and care of prop- 
erty and needed changes of supply or adminis- 
tration through the columns of these inspection 
reports as well as through other channels of 
communication. The discontinuance of these in- 
spections gives the veteran post commanders well 
earned alleviation of some of their arduous 


post 


post 


duties. Such work is seldom easy and never a 
recreation. And if the younger generation of of- 


ficers should at some future time wish to resume 
with renewed vigor the course of improvements 
set in motion through these inspection reports 
during the past fifteen years, they can doubtless 
find some means as effective and possibly less 
laborious than was adopted by General Sherman. 


Besides the changes in naval stations, which 
are bound to occur within the next month or 
two, a number of important transfers may take 
The rumors of the exrly departure of 
Rear-Admiral Ramsay from the Department 
have been revived. Rear-Admiral Ramsay, it is 
said, is slated for the command of the European 
squadron when Commodore Erben retires next 
September. Should this turn out to be correct, 
he will have his quarters on the San Francisco, 
which will be repaired upon her return home 
from Bluetields, and sent to Europe as the 
flagship of that station. It can be safely stated 
that if Rear-Admiral Ramsay leaves the Depart- 
ment, his relief will be Capt. Robley D. Evans, 
the present Secretary of the Lighthouse Board. 
Friends of Captain Evans say that his assign- 
ment to this billet is an assured fact in case the 
rumors about Rear-Admiral Ramsay's new sta- 
tion are verified by future events, Rear-Ad- 
miral Walker is expected to come home in Aug- 
ust from Honolulu, and his return will leave the 
Pacific squadron without a commander. It is 
understood that Commodore ©. C. Carpenter, 
who will soon be detached from the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, will succeed Admiral Walker. It is 
still the intention of the Navy Department to 
give Commodore Meade the command of the 
North Atlantic squadron. This billet was prom-

ised him some months ago by Secretary Herbert 
and nothing has occurred since that time to in- 
dicate that the Secretary has changed his mind. 
What detail will be given Rear-Admiral Stanton 
is a question, as there seems to be no inten- 
tion at the Department to relieve Admiral Kirk- 
land from the South Atlantic station. It is pos 
sible that Admiral Stanton will go to the Asiatic 
station upon the retirement of Rear-Admiral 
Skerrett early next year. 








There are three strong candidates for the com 
mand of the New York, when Captain Phillip 
leaves her upon her return home. These are 
Capt. Theodore Kane, at present on duty at 
New York; Capt. James O’Kane, commanding 
the receiving-ship Wabash, and Capt. J. J. 
Read, now on waiting orders. The chances seem 
to be slightly in favor of Captain Kane. It can 
be definitely stated that Capt. Charles Cotton 
will not be assigned to duty as the successor of 
Captain Watson, of the San Francisco. He will 
go to the Pacific coast. The command of this 
vessel has developed something of a contest be- 
tween Capt. Philip Cooper and Capt. Edwin M. 
Shepard, but the prospects are bright for Cap- 
tain Cooper getting the assignment, as it is be 
lieved that Captain Shepard‘s late difficulty with 
the Department will be a heavy weight in the 
balance against him. Comdr. Geo. H. Wadleigh. 
who has just been ordered to examination for 
promotion, will probably get the command of 
the Philadelphia, but in case it is decided to give 
him some other stations, either Captain Cooper 
or Captain Shepard, whoever it is that fails to 
get the command of the San Francisco, will be 
assigned as Captain Barker’s successor. Captain 
Barker, upon the expiration of his leave of two 
months, will, it is understood, go to the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, where he will act as Captain 
of the yard. Captain Bridgman, who will shortly 
be relieved from duty, in command of the Balti- 
more, by Captain Day, is strongly spoken of for 
the position of Commandant of Cadets at the 
Naval Academy, as is Commander Brewnson, of 
the Detroit. 


No official confirmation of the news of the 
wreck of the Bear can be obtained. Captain 
Shepard, chief of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
Treasury Department, had up to Thursday even- 
ing, heard nothing of the wreck from the of- 
ficers of the Bear. He says he is unable to ac- 
count for the vessel being at Sitka. According 
to the last report from Captain Healy, dated 
May 14, at Sitka, he was preparing to sail on 
the following Saturday for Prince William’s 
Sound,. Cook’s Inlet, Shumagin Islands, en route 
to Unalaska, the Seal Islands and Point Barrow. 
The fact that from Captain Healy's report the 
Bear should have sailed from Sitka on the 19th 
makes her presence at that point on the day of 
her reported wreck—May 29—unexplainable. The 
Bear was to have undertaken the northern line 
of the seal patrol. In the absence of official in 
formation, the Navy Department has not yet de- 
cided whether it will be necessary to send an 
other vessel to replace the Bear on the station or 
whether it will rely simply on an extension of 
the lines of the patrol assigned to other vessels 
of the fleet. 


Orders were issued during the past week de- 
taching the members of the graduating class 
from the Naval Academy, and assigning them 
to duty on various vessels. Naval Cadet John H. 
Russell, Jr., underwent a physical examination at 
the Navy Department during the past week and 
was reported to have no defects that would 
incapacitate him from duty. There are four other 
cadets who ar2 also undergoing a physical ex- 
amination at the Department. One of these is a 
member of the engineers’ division. No further 
vacancies have occurred in either the line of the 
Navy or the Marine Corps. Up to the present 
time, the Department has ordered no officers be- 
fore the Retirmg Board, although this action is 
expected to be taken within the next week.

PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF THB MINNEAPOLIS, 


- In the preliminary trial of the U. S. 8S. Minneapolis 
off the Capes of Delaware on June 5 and 6, the vesse} 
proved herself to be a record breaker with 21.75 knots 
under forced draught, to her credit. The conditions 
were favorable for the trial, and as she passed the 
Five Fathom Bank Lightship for the Northeast Light. 
ship, she was running, it is said, under natural draugh; 
at the rate of 18.73 knots. The following are the data 
reported: On the run back the speed had increased ty 
19.14, and on the next run out to the Northeast light- 
ship the speed went up to 20.52. The run back to 
Five Fathom Bank light was made in the same time. 
The next run showed an increase of speed to 21.54, 
and on the return it fell to 21.04. The fourth and 
last run of the day showed the best speed. It was 
made under light forced draught, and on the run out 
to Northeast light 21.26 was logged, and on the rup 
in the cruiser was spurted to 21.70 knots. 

The cruiser was loaded with water ballast to make 
up for the weight of her armament and displaced 7,39 
tons, the bunkers being filled with anthracite. 

The engines worked perfectly. The revolutions of 
the screw under 160 pounds pressure of steam ran up 
as high as 138, but only for a few minutes. During 
the hours run the average revolutions of the three 
screws were 128 a minute. The Messrs. Cramps, her 
builders, are reported to be fully satisfied with the 
performance. Among those on board the vessel dur-

P. A. Engr. A. B. Willits and Lieut. G. W. Denfeld, 
U.S. N., and Gen. D. W. Flagler, U. S. A.

SURGEON JOHN W. ROSS. 
Concerning the retirement of Surg, John W. Ross, 
U. 8. N., a correspondent says: 
ea the Ross was one of the best of our oumiber, 
one of the last we could afford to lose, His active 
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reer of twenty-four years in the Navy has been one 
of exceptional professional ability and exemplary de- 
rotion to duty. Wherever he has served, afloat or 
ashore, he has won admiration and sincere recognition 
for his gentle, unselfish and manly qualities. In the 
sgmmer of 1878, when on leave of absence, after re- 
mrning from a cruise at sea, he volunteered his ser 
vices In response to an appeal for medical aid from 
ihe city of Holly Springs, Miss., then suffering from 
, severe epidemic of yellow fever; and, aithough 
be contracted the fever himself, and narrowly es- 
caped With his life, he resumed his labors as soon as 
returning strength permitted, continuing at his self- 
imposed post of duty until the epidemic was over. In 
the following year he again volunteered, and was 
sent to Memphis, Tenn., as the representative of the 
National Board of Health, which, in its report upon 
nat epidemic of yellow fever, speaks words of 
pighest praise of his services, which were also recog- 
nized and rewarded by the President of the United 
states, Who, with the approval of the Senate, ad- 
yanced Dr. Ross eight numbers in rank. In 1883, on 
hoard the Iroquois, and again in 1885, on board the 
Lackawanna, in the Pacific, he was still “the right 
man in the right place’’ on the occasions of outbreaks 
of yellow fever, on board those vessels. Again, in. 1888, 
we find him volunteering, under direction of the Ma- 
rine Hospital Service, in the yellow fever epidemic in 
fastern Florida, when he was placed in charge of 
medical and quarantine affairs at Fernandina, and 
ret again he offered his services in the last visitation 
of yellow fever at Brunswick, Ga., in 1893, but his 
request Was denied by the Surgeon-General of the 
Navy, in anticipation of a probable appearance of the 
disease at Pensacola, where Dr. Ross was stationed 
at the time. 

“During a long tour of duty at the Pensacola Navy 
Yard he played the part of the Good Samaritan 
among the poverty-stricken inhabitants of that neigh- 
herhood, and there are many among those people 
‘who rise up and call him blessed.’ An attack of 
retinal inflammation twelve years ago. aggravated by 
exposures in the tropics, left his eyesight much im- 


paired, and has finally necessitated his retirement 
from active duty in the service he loved. His many 
friends in the Navy. of high and low degree, will 


seep his memory green,’ and will pray that his days 
may be long in the enjoyment of all good things in 
the pleasant shades of private life.”

which the soldier of the Republic on the land toils 
the weary march or bivouacks in the silence of 
night; or the sailor on the broad expanse of

tizen of the Republie may rest secure while over 
“He that watches over His true Israel neither

Yes! under this immortal banner men of all 
shades of political opinion, of all forms of religious 
belief, can rally for the eternal principles of Right, 
Justice and Liberty under law. 

Loyalty to the colors! Loyalty to the flag of the 
Nation! that is the creed of the American, the uni- 
versal religion of our land. And the Nation will 
cease to be great should the evil day ever come 
when there are dissenters to this creed, 

“THE FLAG!” 

But peculiarly to the true soldier and sailor the 
flag is what the cross was to the early Christian, 
what the cross on the hilt of his sword was to the 


knightly crusader—the emblem of his faith, his 
confidence, his love! 
Indeed so sacred a thing has ever been the 


standard of a nation that Holy Writ (Numbers, 
ii., 2) declares by the mouth of Moses: “And every 
nfan of the children of Israel shall pitch by his 
standard, with the ensign of his father’s house.” 

So sacred a thing that the Roman legionary 
swore upon his standard, and it was not uncommon 
in the heat of a sanguinary conflict with barbarian 
hordes for the Roman general to cast the standard 
into the ranks of the enemy in order to add to the 
fury of his troops, knowing full well that to every 
Roman soldier the standard was so precious a thing 
that desperate deeds of valor were certain to be 
done in the effort to recover it. 

Endless are the stories of heroism I might tell 
indicative of the devotion of soldiers and sailors to 
their flag. But you know them probably as well 
as Ido. And here let me say, and mark me, gentle- 
men, as I say this—make no mistake about this 
thing. The American people will never fail to 
honor the man who takes great risks and incurs 
xreat responsibilities in upholding the honor of the 
Stars and Stripes—for loyalty to the colors in 
victory or defeat, in life and unto death, these are 
the marks of a true believer. How great a crime 
then does that man commit who brings shame or 
dishonor upon the flag, the emblem of his country! 
And how great is the glory of that man who re- 
flects honor upon his flag, the symbol of the na- 
tion’s honor! 

A very common and fallacious idea is that the 
zreatest honor one can achieve is that wrung from 
un enemy in battle. It is true that man is a fight 
ing animal, and that men, as a rule, hold personal 
courage, daring and success in war far above all 
other attributes and achievements of the race, and 


that the greatest honors fall to the lot of the 
Caesars, Bonapartes and Nelsons of the ages. But 


it is also true that uncommon honors are often 
awarded to men in times of profound peace. Na 
tions are quick to claim their sons who greatly dis 
tinguish themselves whether in political, scientific 
or artistic fields. All nations honor such men fn 
these days, but the parent nation accords them 
peculiar honor. Alas! I blush to say, this too often 
happens after they are dead. 

Soldiers and sailors in times of peace have many 
reads open to them by which, achieving fame, they 
reflect honor on their country. We have had quite 
recently two notable instances of this kind. The 
names of two graduates of this institution have 
been on the lips of millions of men all over the 
world and the flag has been distinctively honored 
by two sons of Alma Mater. 

One, the gallant, modest, unselfish Benham, in the 
Bay of Rio de Janeiro, by his quiet, dignified, firm 
insistence upon treaty rights, urging without heat 
or bluster, but with ample preparation for the 
arbitrament of battle—if necessary—the rights of 
American commerce. 

The other, teaching with scholarly pen the lessons 
of its own history to the greatest maritime nation 
the world has yet known, telling England what its 
zreatest statesmen and cleverest writers had only 
tlreamed of before, the mighty influence of a great 
sea power on the fortunes of the world, for no his 
torian had half told the tale until Mahan, with his 
marvelous faculty of analysis, revealed the truth to 
an applauding world in books that mark an epoch 
in historical writing and reflect upon him, upon 
this institution, and upon his country the greatest 
honor. 

Shall we refuse to the flag the honor such men 
confer on it through sword and pen’? I trow not, 

Gentlemen, it is within the power of every man 
within the sound of my voice to honor the flag in 
some way. We cannot all be great commanders. 
We cannot all be Admirable Crichtons. We cannot 
all have such opportunity as fell te the lot of Ad- 
miral Benham in Rio Harbor, nor can we all be 
great historians like Captain Mahan, but every man 
of us can contribute something to the honor of the 
flag. We can do this in many ways. Is it not 
a truism that the higher the standard, morally, 
mentally and professionally of the personnel of a 
Navy, the more truly will the flag be honored and 
the beneficent policy of a nation be represented 
abroad and the best interests of mankind subserved? 
Every individual member of a navy. no matter what 
his rank, his corps, his place, high or low, repre- 
sents in some degree the character and credit of 
the nation under whose flag he sails. How impor- 
tant, then, that the personnel of a navy should be 
of the highest character. 

Can the personnel be of a high standing if bicker- 
ing and dissension prevail in its ranks? If there be 
class interests inducing bitterness and rancor? 
If the members of any corps or grade are not just 
or generous in the treatment of other corps or 
grades? If the union of the great body be broken 
by envious feeling, or mean-spirited and petty con 
tention? 

The officers of a navy—I mean 4! the officers of 
a navy—constitute a corps d’elite and each man is 
bound to remember the fable of the bundle of sticks 
and all should strive to illustrate the teachings of 
our national motto, ““Many but one.” 

We must not be, like the dogs of Constantinople. 
ready to tear in pieces the members of any ~ 
pack. Let us, then, resolve to make a determined 
effort for greater union and fraternal peace under 
the glorious old flag, for we all serve it equally 
who serve it truly. 

Have I said enough, my dear friends and com- 
rades, to convince you that true loyalty to the flag 
involves the practice of the good old French say- 
ing, “Noblesse oblige.” If I have, then we can, 
like St. Paul, thank God and take courage, for no 
matter how dark the political or socia) horizon may 
seem, there is the radiant vision of the fing float- 
jng triumphantly to the breeze and closing up the 


ranks, and standing shoulder to shoulder we can ove 
and all chant with exultant voices: 
“That flag; forever may it wave 
er every land, o’er every sea, 
The beacon of the foeman’s grave, 
The stainless standard of the free."

HARRY WRIGHT'S TROOP IN WYOMING. 
Rawlins, Wyo., May 31, 1894. 
In military parlance, “pursuant to 8S. O. 100, 
«. S., A. G. O., Washington, D. C., Troop F, 9th 
Cay., Capt. H. H. Wright, commanding, left Fort 
Robinson, Neb., May 23, 1894, en route to Fort 
Duchesne, Utah, to exchange station with Troop 
H, 9th Cav.” It accords more with the truth of 
the matter to state that on the date named Fort 
Robinson wus the scene of a rare and unique oc- 
eurrence, When, on the departure of Capt. Harry 
Wright and his troop for Fort Duchesne, the en 
tire mounted strength of the garrison was paraded 
and acted as escort on the march out from the 
post. the regimental band discoursing “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me” and other homely but pathetic 
strains so dear to the soldier’s heart. First 
Lieut. R. B. Watkins, 9th Cav., 1st Lieut. Charles 


Lynch, Med. Dept., and 2d Lieut. Howard R. 
Hickok, 9th Cav., comprised with Captain Wright 
the commissioned strength present. Lieutenant 
Hickok was in charge of the wagon transportation 
which accompanied the troop to the line of the 
Cheyenne & Northern Railway, whence he returned 
to ‘ort Robinson. : 

On May 23 the troop marched 16 miles along 
the Fremont, Elk Horn and Missouri Valley R. lk. 
and camped near Andrews, Neb, May 24, marched 
16 miles to Running Water, Neb., encamping there. 
May 25, marched 27 miles across country to Raw 
Hide, Wyo. May 26, marched 22 miles and went 
into camp two miles up river from Fort Laramie, 
Wyo. May 27, marched 27 miles to Bordeaux 
Station on the Cheyenne & Northern R. R., and 
embarked on train there provided for troop and 
mounts. From Fort Robinson to Bordeaux the trip 
was almost devoid of incident. From Bordeaux, 
at 1:30 a. m. of May 28, the troop departed by rail 
for Cheyenne, distant 84 miles, at which point it 
was to proceed by the Union Pacific R. R. to Raw- 
lins, Wyo., and await the arrival of Troop H, 
which was to march the entire distance from Fort 
Duchesne to Rawlins. The run to Cheyenne should 
have been made from Bordeaux in about four hours, 
but an accident occurred which caused the an- 
nouncement, when the train was on the boundless 
prairie, out of sight of house or ranch, that Chey- 
enne would not be reached until 11:30 a. m. This 
struck terror to the hearts and stomachs of a 
numerous trainload of civilian passengers who, ex- 
pecting to breakfast in Cheyenne, had failed to 
carry food on the train, which was minus a dining 
car. Captain Wright had his men disembark and 
rig up their camp cooking utensils, and from their 
stock of rations soon had a steaming breakfast of 
bacon, tea, made with water taken from the en- 
gine, and hard tack, whose odors reached the be- 
lated civilians on the train. It was a sight worthy 
the pencil of a Remington or Zogbaum, when the 
judges and colonels, and even the fair dames 
among the passengers, approached the troops and 
joined them in their al fresco banquet, and a Buch- 
unan Read could write an epic reciting how gallaut 
Harry Wright saved the day “with Cheyenne 
twenty miles away.” At Cheyenne the train with 
‘Troop F was switched onto the Union Pacific track, 
tarrying only long enough to allow a brief saluta- 
tion from some of the Iort D. A. Russell people, 
and, after a run of 193 miles, Rawlins was sately 
reached at about 8 p. m. It was too late and tov 
dark to hunt a location to pitch camp that night, 
so the troop remained in the cars while the officers 
were taken under the wing of the resident agent of 
the Q. M. D.

alized that, like the man in the hearse, Troop IF 
was “dead in it.” And they were strictly in it. 
lor the gallant captain entered heartily into the 
spirit of the occasion, while his men, full of pride, 
did likewise. They led the parade, and they were 
the life and soul of it, the observed of all observers, 
au revelation to these remote cow punchers of more 
of “the pomp, pride and circumstance of glorious 
war” than they ever expected to witness in a local 
parade, True, the troop was in campaign attire, 
but the horses were as sleek and well groomed and 
conditioned as if they had just emerged from the 
stables of a Croesus, and out here, where horse talk 
supersedes all else, the absence of full dress was 
not noted. Indeed the local people supplied that 
defect, if in a somewhat incongruous manner—the 
Adjutant-General of Wyoming, with his Colonel 
and J. A., Major and C. S., and one A. D. C. ap- 
pearing on parade in the regulation full dress, 
chapeau, aiguillettes and all, but, preceding them, 
marched Battery A, Wyoming N. G., the non-com- 
missioned and privates marching in two sections, 
in regulation full dress, without arms or accoutre- 
ments of any sort, while the battery officers were 
in fatigue uniform, belts and swords! This is not 
noted in a critical spirit, as the battery is in its 
infancy, and is endeavoring to acquire a knowledge 
of its duties. In fact, on its arrival at the cemetery, 
and in taking its assigned position, the writer ov- 
served them executing a side-step of about ten 
feet, whose cadence was absolutely perfect. If the 
otlicers of Battery A, Captain Merritt and Lieuts. 
Bail and Dodge (all names not unknown in the 
annals of our army), are as earnest in the matter 
of instructing their men as they appear indifferent 
in reference to dress, they will have nothing to be 
ashamed of. 

At the cemetery the G. A. R. ritual services were 
carried out and the young ladies from the Rawlins 
high school sang “America” in clear limpid tones 
which seemed to remind the officers of Troop F of 
loved ones at home, and to cause Lieutenant 
W.’s eyes and lips to twitch convulsively. After 
the customary voileys were fired, taps was sounded 
by a Corporal from Troop F. On returning from 
the cemetery, Captain Wright, Lieutenant Watkins 
and Doctor Lynch, were the guests of Governor 
Osborne at dinner. In the Governor, the most 
youthful incumbent of that office in the United 
States, Doctor Lynch found a brother medico, but, 
to their credit be it recorded, they did not talk 
shop. 

It goes without saying that the people vied in 
honoring the representatives of the Army, and, in 
the evening, when there were literary exercises at 
the Opera House, Captain Wright and his officers 
were assigned the coign of vantage while listening 
to addresses by the Mayor of Rawlins, the Gov- 
ernor of Wyoming and ex-U. S. Senator F. E. 
Warren, himself an old soldier. 

At this writing Troop F is encamped at the 
Rawlins Stock Yards awaiting the arrival of H. 
which left Fort Duchesne on May 22, and should 
reach Rawlins within 48 hours. The troopers are 
all in good health, and are killing time playing 
croquet and baseball. The Rawlins people are 
pestering Captain Wright to give them an ex- 
hibition drill, and—quien sabe?—he may do it.

The sub-committee of the Senate Appropriatioy 
Committee having the Army Appropriation Dill jy 
charge has concluded consideration of that measur 
It is understood that but few changes have bee 
recommended, and that the item reducing th 
Medical Department has been stricken out. Th 
sub-committee has made a change in the law oj 
last year, which gives officers on the retired lis, 
assigned to college duty the full pay of their rank 
The committee repeals this law and requires tha 
if any additional compensation is paid to retire) 
officers it must come from the college authorities 
An appropriation is made for a rifle range a 
Sackett’s Harbor and for a military telegraph lin 
at El Paso. These are the only changes of cons 
quence recommended by the sub-committee. 

The joint commission investigating the needs »/ 
the personnel of the Navy has delegated to Repr 
sentatives Meyer and Money the task of drafting 
a bill to be reported to the two houses of Cou 
gress. Both of these gentlemen approve the main 
features of the last bill drawn up by Secretar; 
Herbert, and it is expected that his recommenda 
tions will prevail in the measure they are prepar 
ing. The two salient features of the Secretary's 
bill in regard to a reserve list and for promotio 
by selection from command to flag rank are re 
gurded with particular favor, and although they 
may change some of the details, the general prin 
ciple suggested by the Secretary wiil be embodie 
in their bill. These members of the commissio 
consider it desirable to have all the provisions r 
lating to the different branches of the Navy em 
bodied in one bill, rather than in three separat 
measures, as at one time determined upon. ‘Th 
provision in relation to the line and enlisted forces 
are already practically decided upon by Messrs 
Money and Meyer. Those in relation to the ev 
listed force will be on the lines of Mr. Meyer's 
bill, heretofore published in detail in the Army an 
Navy Journal. Those in regard to the line wil 
follow closely the Herbert bill. The subject of staf 
reorganization is still under advisement. 

A bill to increase the pensions of the survivor 
and widows of the Mexican and Indian wars fron 
$8 to $12 a month has been agreed to by the Com 
mittee on Pensions. It is estimated that $1,310,000 
will be required annually to meet the increas: 
There are 3,628 survivors and 7,611 widows of th 
Mexican war and 6.170 survivors and widows of 
Indian wars, about equally divided.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


NATIONAL GUARD IN ACTIVE SERVICE. 


The labor troubles in different sections of the coun- 
try which in some cases have assumed the most seri- 
ous proportions, still keep the National Guard busy, 
and from the present outlook seems likely to. The 
greatest outbreaks against law and order are in Colo- 
rado, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana and Pennsylvania, al- 
though other States are more or less affected. Many 
of the strikers are armed and threats have been used 
that if the National Guard came to quell the disturb- 
ances, they would be fairly annihilated. Thus far, 
however, the mere appearance of the State troops has 
us a rule, at once quelled the disturbance. There is, 
perhaps, one exception, in Ohio, and it is by no means 
certain that reports concerning this can be relied upon. 
If they should prove true, however, the sooner the 
company concerned is disciplined the better. The un- 
favorable report is relative to Co. A, of New Lexing- 
ton. O., and advices from Trimble, of May 30, state 
that when this company was ordered to Glouster to 
quell a disturbance 28 responded. They had no sooner 
alighted on the platform of the station, it is stated, 
than they were surrounded by the miners, and their 
cooking utensils and tents seized and thrown into the 
creek, and some of their guns captured, and they were 
forced to seek refuge in the school-house. 

Adjutant-General Horn, when spoken to .about the 
action of Co. A, is reported to have said: “I cannot 
believe that any National Guardsman surrendered his 
gun, or permitted it to be taken from him. I shall 
order a strict inquiry into the affair.” 

The sensational story sent out from Columbus that 
the Gatling guns of Battery H were spiked in the Co- 
lumbus depot turns out to be untrue. 

On June 2, Adjutant-General Robbins, of Indiana, 
was directed to order out nine companies of infantry 
and a Gatling gun squad, aggregating some 450 men, 
the force being ordered to Shelburn and Washington to 
quell disturbances. The train had to proceed with 
great caution for fear of attempts to wreck it. All 
lights on the train were “put out and silence insisted 
upon, Adjutant-General Robbins was in command of 
the force sent to Cannelsburg, and Brigadier-General 
McKee of the force which went to Shelburn. At the 
former place the ringleaders in the disturbance were 
at once arrested and the strikers were at first very 
meek, but later had to be kept away from the rail- 
road at the point of the bayonet when new hands be- 
gan to work the trains. Five additional companies 
were ordered to Sullivan, and everything was quiet on 
their arrival, the only fighter being an old woman with 
a big horse pistol, who was relieved of the weapon 
and was then quiet. One member of a company was 
shot by his own revolver which accidentally fell to the 


ground and-exploded, the ball going into his foot. The 
situation is still serious and an attack on the troops 


by desperate miners is expected. 

On June 6 the 4th and Sth Regiments, of Baltimore, 
Md., were ordered on active service at Frostburg, in 
the heart of the mining region of Allegany, to assist 
the civil authorities, In Ohio on June 6, thirty-one 
companies of the State troops were ordered to Cam- 
bridge, and in Oklahoma Territory on the same date 
troops were ordered to Fresh Pond. An immense 
amount of damage has been done by the strikers at 
different places, and the most cowardly assaults and 
iwurders committed, The latest advices from Colorade 
were to the effect that the striking miners had agreed 
to surrender to the State troops. 

Our correspondent at Pittsburg, Pa., telegraphs us 
on Friday morning, June 7, that the Mth and 10th 
Regiments and the Sheridan Troop are on duty await- 
ing orders to quell disturbances among strikers. The 
Sheriff of Allegheny County and the Mayor of Me- 
Keesport say they can quell the troubles. National 
Guard officers at Pittsburg, however, are of opinion 
that the services of the State troops will be necded, 
and that they will be ordered out. They can be 
moblized in four hours if called upon. 

The Adjutant-General of Illinois, on June 7 orderel 
the entire Ist Brigade to be held in readiness to take 
the field at any moment! A company was In active 
service at Peoria to prevent outlawry and arrest ring- 
leaders. Governor McKinley, of Ohio. on June 7 
ordered the 2d Regiment to Belmont County to rein- 
force the troops under Adjutant-General Howe who 
was encamped at Barnesville, and the entire force, con- 
sisting of some 2.000 officers and men, were to move 
to St. Claresville Junction, where several thousand 
strikers were running things as they pleased.

“CAMP NORTHEN. 


The annual camp of instruction for the Georgia Vol- 
unteers opened on the 21st of May at Camp Northen, 
Griffin, Ga. This encampment site was settled upon 
permanently three years ago by the State Legislature, 
and is one of the best equipped in the South. It af- 
fords accommodations for 19 companies, being provided 


with a mess hall, kitchen and bath house for each com- 
pany; a large and comfortable guard house, quarter- 
master’s store houses, headquarters’ mess hail, and 
stabies, besides large and comfortable stables and ac- 
commodations for 000 horses for use by the cavalry 
when in camp, and sentry boxes p.aced at convenient 
intervais around the whole site. ll are substantially 
built of pine and neatly whitewashed. The troops or- 
dered into camp for the first tour of duty were the 2d 
Regiment of iufantry, lst attaiion of infantry (unat- 
tached) and three companies of Infantry, recentiy or- 
ganized, Co. F, lst Regiment; Co. A, 3d Kegiment, and 
Co. F, 6th Regiment. 

The 2d Regiment contains 12 companies with head- 
quarters at Macon, Col. ©. M. Wiley, commanding. ‘Nhe 
Ist Battalion contains 4 companies, Lieut.-Col. Wm. 
Garrard commanding, with headquarters at Savannah, 
This is the only separate battaiou in the State, and is 
organized a8 cue bouy, under the hame of the “Savan- 
nah Volunteer Guarus Battalion.”’ It has one of the 
finest armories in the South with elegant club rooms, 
drill hail, etc. The Army officers detaiied by the general 
government as instructors for this year’s camp are: 
ist. Lieut. C. B. Satterlee, $d Art. (who in on duty in 
Georgia as A. A.-G. and IL. G., also Inspector General 
of Swat! Arms Practice), iuspector and general in- 
structor; Ist Lieut. Vhitip G. Wales, Asst. Surg., 





- S A, mstructor in medical matters; wad 
Lieut. Henry Db. Todd, Jr., 3d Art., instructor of guard 
‘tuty. ihese three gentiemen, by Close attention to 


their duties, have endeared themselyes to the Georgia 
Volunteers. Lieutenant Satterlee, who has been in the 
State for the past three years, is greatly respected by 
all the citizens of the State. Col. C. M. Wiley, com- 
mandant of the camp for the first tour of duty this year, 
says of Lieutenant Satteriee in his order for breaking 
camp: “In taking leave of that splendid so.dier, Lieu- 
tenant C. B. Satveriee, the commanding officer, believes 
he but expresses the sentiménts of the troops here en- 
camped when he recognizes in Lieutenant Satterlee, 
the embodiment of those attributes which go to make 
a splendid officer and courteous gentleman. His tre- 
iess devotion to their upbuilding stamps Lieutenant 
Satteriee as the friend o1 the Georgia Volunteers. ‘lo 
his skill and energy are due many reforms which have 
brought a very marked improvement in our system of 
citizen soldiers. This public recognition of his worth 
and work is prompted by the high esteem in which he 
is held by the commanding officer and all the ofticers 
and men, and dictated by the gratitude which one and 
all as citizens must feel for what Lieutenant Satterlee 
has done for the strengthening of one of the most 
important departments of our State government.” 

(reorgia appropr.ates $25,000 per year for the State 
troops, and as this includes the expenses of the Ad- 
jutant-General’s Department, salaries, etc., there is not 
enough left to pay the men anything for their services. 
While in camp they receive, however, 75 cents per day 
for rations. No company is allowed to enter camp with 
less than 23 men and 2 officers, nor more than 40 men 
and % officers. Kut rew companies reach the maximu.n, 
owing to the expense to which the men are put. The 
tour of duty being 10 days many of the men get two 
turns at guard duty. The daily routine as ordered by 
the commanding officer is: Reveille, 5 a. m.; battalion 
drill, 5:55 to 7 a. m.; breakfast, 7:30 a. m.; guard 
mounting, 8:30, followed by sick, fatigue and inspection 
of quarters; dinner, 12:30 p. m.; company dr.jl, 3:45 
p. m. to 4:45 p. m.; parade at sunset; supper, 7:30 
p. ™.; taps, 10:30 p. m. The amount of work done 
is very commendable, and while the disciptine of some 
of the commands is not what is should be, still it is 
fair, and would compare favorably with any of the 
other Southern States, and many of the Northern. 

The one great fault is the amount of liberty allowed 
the men. Some of the compan‘tes give almost all of 
their men hberty every evening, thus causing much 
annoyance to the guard, which is very unnecessary. 

There is at Camp Northen a very good rifle range 
which is the only official range in the State, and all 
shooting for State record, marksmen’s buttons and 
sharpshooters’ badges must be done on this range; we 
standard is very high; it is necessary to make 90 out 
of 150 to become a marksman, shooting at 200, 300 
and 500 yards and skirmish; and to become a sharp- 
shooter, 120 out of 175, shooting at 200, 300, 500 and 
600 yards and skirmish. Only one man qualified as a 
sharpshooter, Captain Cann, of Co. C, 1st Battalion, 






and two as marksmen, Sergeant Blunt, of Co. C, and 
Private Thomas, of Co. B, same battalion, during the 
first tour. Captain Cann’s score was 130. Sergeant 


Blunt's 112, and Private Thomas’ 98. The standard is 
i'kely to be lowered after this year, as few of the com- 
panties have sufficient opportunity for preliminary prac- 
tice, and therefore but few men qualify each year. Last 
year there were but 7 sharpshooters and 13 marksmen. 
All of these with two exceptions came from the Sa- 
vannah companies, who have the advantage of practice 
on a very good range. W. G. STROBBAN.

from Fort Adams, with Battery F, 2d U. 8S. Artillery, 
also in the column, starting at 3 p. m., making a long 
march, ending with a review by Governor Brown 
Broadway as they passed on their way to the steamers 
again. The sun came out bright and warm before the 
parade started, but the streets were slippery and 
muddy, making it a tiresome march for the companies 
vn foot. 

The troops embarked quickly and like disciplined 
soldiers in the service, all reaching home safely, witb.
